the report.

He is humil- 
iated by the fact that after a year of preparation, we have no air- 
planes on the other side, and if the present decisive battle is lost, 
that America will be largely responsible. 
The President's Baltimore speech is now the keynote ot the 


situation, for the administration has at lasb woke up, and red tape 
will no longer be permitted to interfere with progress. "Force is 
the svatchword. No more parleying with the brutal Hun. He 
must be driven out and driven back to the land where he belongs 
nnd thnn subdued. New York and the East have been quicker to 
"rasp this truth, than other parts of the country, because it is 
nearer the seat of war. The atmosphere .is full of'it, and every- 
body is exhausting every effort to support our boys at the front. 


' This is the spirit which must possess the nation in every nook 


juul corner of this broad land. We have passed the day for dis- 
crssing- "My share." Our share in this war is the utmost of our 
ability, both in.serviee and money, and when we have reached the 
limit of endurance, even then the sacrifice will be nothing in com- 
parison.

night in a luxury. The travel between New York City and the 
fupital is so heavy, that all Pullman trains are abandoned, and the 
man who secures a seat in a crowded day coach is fortunate. Gov- 
ernment control of railroads has added nothing to the pleasure of 
travel 
There is no longer any rivalry and the courtesy of a gov- 


ernment employe depends upon his disposition. The railroads 
used to encourage travel, but the government wants you to stay 
at home, and don't hesitate to tell you so. 


At that it is a mighty good thing that the government has 


control of transportation during the war. Congestion has been 
relieved, and it will not occur again. Two years ago there were 
thousands of empty cars, mile after mile, on the sidings of trim* 
line roads. Today they are in sei-vice and the long side-tracks are 
empty. The groat overhead expense, which competition'compelled, 
has abo been cut down, and while discharged employes may have 
a grievance, they need not long be idle when there are two jobs 
waiting for every man. 


The taking out of our industrial and commercial lite an army 


of two million men has brought women to the front, as it did in 
England, and they are already largely in evidence in New York. 
They are doing men's work in subways and on surface roads, and 
their pleasant "please move forward" is in sharp contrast to the 
icruff "move up" of former days. 
The state of Wisconsin has been a good deal of a by-word, m 


the minds of eastern people, for many moons, and they have never-
